BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 29.—A revo­ 
lution has broken out 
in 
Brazil 
against the provisional government 
of President Getulio Vargas, accord­ 
ing to reports reaching here today 
from the Brazilian border. 
The rebel movement, starting at 
Pernambuco, 1300 miles north 
of 
Rio De Janeiro, the Brazilian cap­ 
ital,, was said to be growing steadily, 
and heavy casualties were reported 
in numerous clashes between federal 
troops 
and 
the 
insurrectionary 
forces. 
Strict Censorship 
Strict censorship has been impos­ 
ed at Rio De Janeiro and Pernam­ 
buco, making it difficult to obtain 
details to the revolt, and the only 
official statement from the Brazilian 
government declared the situation 
was not out of eontrol. 
Dispatches from the frontier, how­ 
ever, said strong federal forces were 
being rushed to disturbed centers to 
quell the uprising, while one report 
said the rebels, after a series of min­ 
or engagements, hai captured the 
City of Pernambuco.

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AS A FOREIGNER SEES IT 
T H E editor «f a London newspaper 
has

months in the United States visiting all sections of the coun­ 
try and in a parting statement he declares he sees on the sur­ 
face of life “ few signs in any American city of the severe dis­ 
tress which 1 was assured by nearly everyone would create in 
the coming* winter one of the gravest social problems in Amer­ 
ican history.” i 1 he standard of living is still very much higher 
in America than anywhere else in the world, this widely traveled 
observer declares, and Americans of ^ classes “ live with an 
air of opulence that cannot be matched in any European coun 
try,” And then he adds: 
“ They are more finely clothed. 
They eat better and more 
varied food. 
They live in more material comfort. * The working 
classes have a wider margin of personal pleasures. 
They en­ 
joy luxuries which no other proletariat could possibly afford. 
“ Hundreds of thousands of working men travel to the 
factories and mills every morning in their own motor cars. The 
motor k to an American working man what a bicycle or a 2- 
penny tram car ride is to an English artisan. 
“ Until he has crossed the Atlantic Ocean the average Amer­ 
ican citizen cannot clearly perceive the chasm that separates 
his own conception of social comfort from that of the average 
European.” 


NO FILIPINO INDEPENDENCE YET 
The visit of the secretary of war to the Philippines, from which he 
has just returned, has confirmed the president in the opinion that to give 
tlie islands independence now would lead to economic disaster. 
This 
is a sufficient reason for denying it, regardless of all speculations as to 
whether they might not be taken by another power. 
“The problem,” 
the president says, “is one of time.” Certainly the Filipinos have made 
no such progress in the principles of self-government as to justify casting 
them adrift at the behest of native politicians. 
Furthermore, they are 
not a homogeneous people, and the protection of the United States is es­ 
sential to the welfare of many of the tribes. We have undertaken a duty 
there which we can not lightly forego. 
But the economic argument is, after all, the controlling one. 
If 
the islands became foreign they would lose all the protection the Ameri­ 
can flag offers them. 
There would inevitably be tariffs against their 
products and a consequent loss to a large extent of the profitable Ameri­ 
can market. The sugar interests in this country would be glad, of course 
to escape further Filipino competition, and part of the pressure for in ­ 
dependence has come from*them. 
Mr. Hurley is convinced, however, 
as other competent observers have been, that we can not in justicll to 
our wards yield to such pressure. It would be too much to hope that the 
agitation will not go on. But the president's attitude makes it more than 
ever hopeless. 
- If the Philippines are ever to become completely independent, it 
must be un^er iar different conditions than those which now exist.

Helen Keller In 
Raptures Over 
Brittany Son 


(International News Service) 
PARIS, Oct. 30.—“Paris is a per­ 
fect place to think—and to shop!’ 
declared blind and deaf Helen Kel­ 
ler on a recent visit to the French 
capital. “We’ve spent all our money 
so now we have to go home.” 
Miss Keller was particularly en­ 
thusiastic over the beautiful sunsets 
she had seen in Brittany, that is, she 
had “seen” them through the eyes 
of her well-known teacher, Miss 


Anne Sullivan, who describes every­ 
thing to her blind pupil. 
She was, however, very much dis­ 
appointed in finding so few good 
books for the blind in Paris. 
“I want you to tell people,” ex­ 
plained Miss Keller, “that it is, very 
difficult to get Braille books here. 
Louis Braille, a Frenchman, is the 
inventor of the Braille system of 
printing books for the blind, but the 
French do not seem very much in­ 
terested in it. One can’t even get 
Victor Hugo or Mme. de Sevigne 
here. 
I read the translations in 
London but had hoped to read the 
original here. 
“In London I found a ^brary with 
five miles of Braille books. Like in 
America, they are sent free through 
the mails. In France, the govern­ 
ment charges full rates; so a great 
deal of money for postal charges.”

Medical science has learned to 
test all of the secretions and excre­ 
tions cast off by the body and has 
made all of them yield useful in­ 
formation. Even the saliva, which 
is seldom examined as a routine, will 
under certain conditions of bodily 
i disease show 
characteristics and 
diagnostic changes. 
The sputum % represents the cast­ 
off effluvia of’every portion of the 
respiratory tract, from the smallest 
air sacs to the largest part of the 
windpipe. If there is any infection 
in this tract the germ of infection 
will be incorporated in the sputum. 
This is the most frequent reason 
for examining the sputum—to ob­ 
tain germs from it—the commonest 
object of search being for the germ 
of tuberculosis. 
Examination, of the urine is car­ 
ried out virtually every time a diag 
nostic examination is made, 
The 
urine gives information of two dif­ 
ferent sorts. First, like the sputum’s 
relation to the respiratory tract, it 
represents the effluvia from the en­ 
tire urinary tract, and any disease 
of the kidneys, ureters, bladder or 
lower tract leaves Its trace. 
This 
can be found only byiputting a drop 
of uri^ie on a slide under the micro­ 
scope.' Here if, for instance, there 
is a stone in the kidney or bladder, 
its presence will be made known by 
blood cqUs scraped off by the stone 
from the delicate lining of the mu­ 
cous 
membrane. 
If 
infection 
is 
present it will be made known by 
pus cells and by cells desquamated 
from some part of the tract. It is 
even possible to make a shrewd 
guess from the character of the 
cells seen under the microscope what 
portion of the tract they come—kid­ 
neys, ureter or bladder—and so lo­ 
cate the site of the disease exactly. 
The second sort of information ex­ 
amination of the urine furnishes is 
due to the fact that it casts out cer­ 
tain waste products of the body. 
Any accumulation of useless chemi­ 
cal or trash in the body is brought 
by the blood to the kidney and cast 
off. 
Hence by chemical examina­ 
tion we may find out much of what 
is going on all over th¿ organism. 
The most important of these sub­ 
stances and the most important sin­ 
gle test of the urine is for sugar. 
Whenever sugar accumulates in the 
tissues—either because one has eat­ 
en too much of it or because there 
is too little burned, as in diabetes, 
the excess appears in the urine. The 
test far it is very simple, depend­ 
ing on the well-known principle that 
when sugar is boiled in a solution 
of copper sulphate it changes the 
blue copper sulphate to red copper 
oxide. Hence, when a drop or two 
qf urine is boiled in a copper sul­ 
phate solution and the solution 
turns from blue to red we know 
that sugar is present. 
The other most frequently per- 
I formed chemical test on the urine 
is for the purpose of determining 
the presence of albumin. If present 
it may mean many things. 
It is 
quite common in young people and 
j does not necessarily mean that there 
is any disease of the kidneys pres­ 
ent. It occurs temporarily in such 
slight things as tonsilitis. It is pres­ 
ent, of course, early and late in 
Bright’s disease. 
A complete chemical analysis of 
the urine is a very tedious task and 
has only been done a few times in 
the history of the World.

ers. resplendent in white aprons and 
jackets, serving up "straights” and 
nickel mugs to a thirsty populace.

The child from one to two yeans 
of age is more interested in destroy­ 
ing than in building. He can cause 
something to happen when he tears 
things apart or knocks them to 
pieces. To do so gives him a sense 
of power. 
Left alpne with a few 
blocks he will, without teaching, 
learn to put them together for him­ 
self. 
Parents, notably fathers, are In­ 
clined to build up things for the 
baby to knock down. Observing the 
joy the child gets in doing so, the 
parent is tempted to go on at this 
sort of amusement over a period of 
months, even years. But this is not 
good for the child. 
It is teaching 
him the very thing he should not 
learn. 
If the child is to acquire 
ability of self-amusement he must 
learn to find enjoyment at construc­ 
tion. If, therefore, the parent is go­ 
ing to help the child at all with 
blocks, he should not let the child 
knock down the things built for him. 
Without punishment, but with 
gentle restraining and skilful sug­ 
gestion the baby can be taught tc^! 
desist from knocking down the struc­ 
ture, but instead to take the blocks 
down carefully, or.e by one. This is 
not a guess. I worked it out in great 
detail with my own children when 
they were very young 
In conse­ 
quence, they not only learned not to 
be destructive, hut learned to find 
self-amusement for hours alone at a 
time, building and inventing with 
simple plain blocks. 
* 
* 
* 
The usual cubical blocks are not 
the best. There should be some ob­ 
longs, two or three \times as long as 
square on the end. A few strips six 
inches or longer are also desirable. 
There should be several pieces of the 
same dimension. 
Parents or older 
children can with a saw and plane 
easily make the best kind of sim­ 
ple building material for the child 
under three or four. 
Frail toys encourage destructive­ 
ness. As soon as a toy Is broken, 
either remove it or repair it at once. 
A few very’ substantial toys are bet­ 
ter than many fragile ones. 
When the child deliberately breaks 
a toy or dashes it fcp pieces, better 
punish him immediately, but be sure 
first that it was not an accident. Re­ 
member that “careful” may not 
mean the same to the child as it 
means to you. Merely to remove a 
toy from a child when he is rough 


USE VACUUM CLEANER 
TO FIND LOST BALLS

EUGENE, Oregon, Oct. 30.—The 
search for golf balls lost in the au­ 
tumnal leaves will no longer be a 
bugbear to golfers here. A giant 
vacuum sweeper four feet wide, that 
picks up leaves and paper from the 
fairways has been invented by Wil­ 
liam Crisp and George L. Babcock 
of the Oakway Public Golf Course at 
Eugene.

Some final disposition of the dis­ 
pute as to who gets the foreign lire 
insurance tax money sent to this 
city will probably be reached on 
Monday. November 2. City council 
Fridav set that day as the time for 
a. conference between all parties 
concerned, after J. 
Lee 
McFaie. 
president of the Firem ens Relief 
Association had 
appeared 
before 
council to renew his request that 
the money be turned over to the 
association. 
1 The point at issue is this,. Penn­ 
sylvania collects two per cent of the 
premiums on foreign fire insurance 
policies in the state and this money 
goes to the relief Of members of the 
lire departments in the state. The 
money so received for 1929 and 1930 
has never been turned over to any­ 
body, council feeling that there was 
some doubt as to where it should 
go. 
Organized 44 Years 
Speaking to council Mr. McFate 
said that the Firemen s Relief As­ 
sociation had been organized for 44 
years starting when there was but 
one paid man in each fire house, 
the balance of the departm ent be­ 
ing volunteers. 
In those years McFate said, the 
association had provided relief for 
all firemen, and a death benefit of 
$500. 
This goes to volunteer and 
paid firemen alike. Upon question­ 
ing by Mr. Burns. Mr. McFate said 
th at a paid fireman automatically 
became a member of the relief as­ 


sociation without any payment of 
dues, and th at the relief funds had 
alwaj’s been paid to them or their 
decedents. 
Several amendments to the orig­ 
inal law providing for the payment 
of the money to relief associations 
has been made and the pension acts 
of 1929 raised a doubt in the minds 
of council as to whether the money 
should be paid to the relief associ­ 
ation or taken over 
for 
pension 
funds. 
Attorney Charles Matthews 
also 
represents 
an 
organization 
which is not in agreement that the 
relief association should get the 
money it was said. 
Recognized In 1898. 
In 1898 city council recognized 
the rights of the Relief Association 
and passed such an ordinance. This, 
argued Mr. McFate cleared up any 
doubt as to whether the relief asso­ 
ciation was the proper body to re­ 
ceive the money. 
Councilman Genkinger asked Mr 
1 McFate if in the interest of the tax- 
j payers it would not be a good idea 
for the relief association to take 
over the m atter of pensions for fire­ 
men. Attorney Wylie McCaslin and 
City Solicitor Robert M. White were 
of the opinion that where any tax 
moneys were appropriated for pen­ 
sions that council «could not derogate 
its authority to an outside agency.

A cool, moist cellar with a dirt floor 
and a window for ventilation is an­ 
other good place.* In the cellar or 
outdoor storage pit the piles should 
not be over 4 to 5 feet high, and slat­ 
ted bins should be constructed to al­ 
low adequate ventilation. 


NEW FALL STYLES FOR PUL­ 
LETS ARE COSTLY 
Many Lawrence County poultry- 
men find that the change in style of 
pullets by the loss and renewal of 
feather is, as a rule, expensive. The 
expense is not caused by the high 
price of new feathers but the loss of 
egg production during the molting 
period. 
There are few flocks that do not 
molt, if they start to lay 
in 
late 
summer or early fall. The length of 


the vacation from egg laying de­ 
pends on the severity of the molt. 
If pullets go into a very slight molt, 
they lose feathers only on the heads 
and back of the necks. Some birds 
lay through this molt while other 
lay 10 to 14 days. 
When pullets have a heavier molt 
they lose feathers all 
over 
their 
bodies. This body molt is far more 
severe and can keep birds out 
of 
production for a month. The next 
stage is the tail molt, which will 
keep the birds out of 
production 
from 3 to 6 weeks. The last and most 
serious is the wing molt which may 
cause loss of production from 5 to 
10 weeks. 
Among the causes of fall molts are 
early laying, laying before feather 
growth is completed, high suscepti­ 
bility to molts, intestinal parasites, 
scares, sudden changes in manage­ 
ment, quick changes in weather, and 
poultry diseases epidemics. 
Farmers having flocks of early 
laying pullets which do not molt may 
attribute this to 
well-bred 
birds, 
good management, and good luck 
because the birds were not hindered 
by any of the factors beyond human 
control. 


NEED GOOD STORAGE TO KEEP 
FRUIT SAFE 
Approximately 
seventy-five 
per 
cent of the apples grown in Law­ 
rence County are consumed by local 
markets. To supply this trade the 
grower must be prepared to furnish 
his market with apples late in the 
winter season as well as early in the 
fall. Orderly marketing demands a 
constant supply throughout the sea­ 
son. 
Obivously, It is profitable to store 
only sound, well-matured, and blem­ 
ish-free fruit. Poor fruit costs Just 
as much to store as good fruit. Pro- 


able than concrete. The great water- 
absorbin capacity of

When kfept well wetted down, the 
constant evaporation from the floor

Where no water is available the dry 
air will draw moisture

Lack of artificial cold or refriger­ 
ation is the chief drawback in the 
farm storage. Every opportunity for 
opening the storage doors and ven­ 
tilation shafts during protracted cold 
spells in the early fall must be used 
in order to bring the temperature of 
the fruit well below 40 degrees Fah­ 
renheit. The ideal temperature of 
34 degrees is hard to obtain in the 
common storage, but if the fruit can 
be kept between 34 and 40 degrees 
satisfactory results will be obtained. 
Shredded oil 
paper 
containing 
about 15 per cent oil will aid in pre­ 
venting storage scald. It is presum­ 
ed that the oil in shredded paper or 
in waxed individual wrappers ab­ 
sorbs the gases given off 
by

Reed, Coveting Presidency, 
Caught By Speakership Spell

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Another 
of America’s near-greats, who could 
not shake the spell of the Speaker­ 
ship in his quest for the Presidency, 
was Thomas 
Brackett 
Reed, 
of 
Maine, reputed the greatest parlia­ 
mentarian of the Republic, and the 
man who introduced “Cannonism,” 
in the lower house. He was honest, 
able, and strong enough politically 
Jp defeat William McKinley in the 
Republican caucus of 1891 for the 
speaker’s post. His position 
made 
him well known, or better, 
than 
Grover Cleveland, then serving his 
second term. Still the honor 
and 
power of the Presidency, which he 
craved, passed him by. 
Reed hated McKinley with an un­ 
dying fervor, and when the G. O. P. 
caucus and the House named him 
Speaker, his first act was to name 
McKinley chairman of the ways and 
means committee. By this seeming 
magnanimous act, the New 
Eng­ 
lander sought to destroy the Ohio 
governor, but the post made it pos­ 
sible for McKinley’s name to 
be­ 
come a by-word. The 
McKinley 
tariff bill, as the canny New Eng­ 
lander had calculated, brought un­ 
told odium upon the 
man 
whose 
name it bore, in the early days of 
Cleveland’s second administration, 
but the panic which ushered out the 
New Yorker's public career, caused 
a revulsion of public feeling, and 


'even among the “black leg” Repub­ 
licans of Dixie, 
The limelight of the Speakership 
figure in 
made Reed a powerful figure in the 
press of his time, but ruined him. 
He was a stickler for rules, especially 
if the rules added to hi* influence. 
Knowijf as a great parliamentarian, 
the Portland citizen chose to give 
his personal interpretation to the 
rules governing the 
House, 
and 
reigned, with such high handed con­ 
duct that the Democrats refused to 
vote the customary and meaningless 
resolution of thanks at the end of 
his term. 
Tey called him “Czar” Reed, and 
Republicans and Democrats alike 
conspired to limit the power of the 
speaker, and through the combina­ 
tion of forces led by Champ Clark 
and George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
began a revolution which curbed 
Reed as well as “Unde Joe” Cannon, 
another who chose to rule with the 
mailed fist. 
As the St. Louis convention days 
approached, it 
was 
evident 
the 
choice lay between Speaker Reed 
and William McKinley, but Reed’s 
place in the face seemed to be more 
a personal desire than any move 
ment to name ftpi. Maine, Massach 
usetts and Rhode Island, of the New 
England states endorsed him, New 
Hampshire straddled and chose dele­ 
gates friendly to both men, but Ver­ 
mont went unqualifiedly for the man 
from the middle west. Hie south too

OSLO, Oct. 30—Plans for a “polar 
air route” from America to Scandi­ 
navia have been given out by the 
Danish explorer, Peter Freuchen, 
w ho is one of the chief promoters of 
the new project. The plans create 
considerable attention on this side 
of the water as it is believed that 
their realization will prove to be of 
immense importance to the inter­ 
national mail transport. 
The route is scheduled to start 
in Detroit and proceed to Roberts 
House, Great River, on thY west 
coast of Labrador, then to Wak- 
ham Bay, on the north coast of 
Labrador, and then across the Hud­ 
son Strait to Cumberland Sound 
and further, to Greenland. 
The first landing-place in Green­ 
land is planned at Nepiset. where 
the island’s only fortress is located. 
From that place the airplane will 
fly to Stream-fjord, 
where 
the 
American professor Hobbs lived for 
one year, and next to Angmagsalik - 
on the east coast. 
Proceeding from Greenland, it is 
intended to fly to Iceland—either 
to the northern or the southern 
part depending on the fog and wind 
situation. The Faroe Islands is the 
next step, provided the winds do 
not compel the machines to continue 
clear to the Shetlands. Then comes 
Stavanger on the west coast of Nor­ 
way and finally the airplanes land 
in Copenhagen, Denmark. 
In Stavanger the mail will be 
sorted so that it can be sent by 
other airroutes all over Scandinavia. 
According to these plans there will 
be a total of twelve landing stations 
across the route and each pilot will 
only have to fly six hours at a 
time. 
Questioned as to the use/ulness 
of an air route of this sort, Mr 
Freuchen called attention to the 
immense quantity of 
mail 
being 
transported across the Atlantic. “No 
less than 4,500,000 letters are daily 
carried between Europe and Amer­ 
ica,” he said. 
Each airplane is 
planned to carry 18,000 letters. The 
complete distance of the air route 
is expected to be traversed in 36 
hours. 
Next year the material for 
the landing stations will be ship‘- 
ped to their places of determination. 
It is intended to start with 12 ma­ 
chines and 20 pilots.

* Period, October To 
January 
Nearly one-third of all motor fa­ 
talities occur in the three months’ 
period from October through De­ 
cember and motorists 
should 
re­ 
member that added care in driving 
at this season will go far toward 
reducing the toll of deaths and in­ 
juries on the streets and highways. 
This statement was made today 
by Ralph W. Bolsinger. President of 
the New Castle Motor Club, which is 
affiliated with the American Auto­ 
mobile Association. 
Mr. BoLsinger declared that out of 
a total of 33.000 motor fatalities in 
1930, there were 
10,350, 
in 
the 
months of October, November and 
December. 
He pointed out several things that 
car owners should keep in mind as 
follows: 
“Children have returned to the 
school room in all parts of the coun­ 
try, after months of freedom in the 
open, and will not exercise the cau­ 
tion they will later in the year. It 
therefore behooves the motorist to 
watch out for youngsters crossing 
the street. 
“Due to the presence of children 
on the streets and the consequent 
delay at intersections, longer time 
will be required to reach the office. 
Therefore, the car owner should al­ 
low’ himself more time. 
“Darkness comes all too soon at 
this season and a careful watch 
should be kept for children who 
have wandered into streets, especial­ 
ly those on skates. 
Falling leaves on wet streets of­ 


fer a serious traffic hazard and 
too sudden application of the brakes 
will cause skidding with resultant 
danger.” 
The A. A. A. Club executive de­ 
clared that if motorists will bear 
these things in mind, they will add 
greatly to the pleasure and safety 
of driving.

Flaw In ‘Perfect’ 
Marble Block Of 
Unknown Temple 


New Block Must Be Furnished 
For Sofdier’s 
Tomb 


WASHINGTON.^Oct. 30.-,A tiny 
flaw’, invisible to the average ob­ 
server, yet in minute fashion rend­ 
ering imperfect a ten ton slab of 
marble, has compelled replacement 
on the giant block that will rest on 
the Unknown Soldier's tomb. 
The marble piece Is so nearly 
perfect, that only an expert can de­ 
tect the flaw, like a knot in a fine 
piece of wood. Yet General Louis 
Bash of the Quartermaster Corps 
of, the Army rejected the marble, 
similar flaws in the marble Lincoln 
memorial, but that because of the 
uniqueness of the Unknown Soldier’s 
tomb he felt the piece was unfit. 
The slab will form a base above 
the tomb for a 50 ton piece of carv­ 
ed marble which Bash considered 


‘ the most perfect piece of carved 
marble in the world.” The 50 ton 
block has been delivered and is 
stored near the tomb, protected by 
wooden boxing. The imperfect ten 
ton slab is replaced by the Colorado 
concern which has the marble con­ 
tract for the tomb. 
“The company did not object to 
the replacement,” Bash said. “They 
notified us the other day that the 
new block will be shipped about 
November 15. 
“On almost any other project I 
would have approved 
this block. 
You can see any number of similar 
flaws in the Lincoln memorial, for 
instance. 
“But because the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier is unique, and be­ 
cause it is small and the observer 
will be able to get so close to it, I 
felt we must have as near perfection 
as possible. I consider the 50 ton 
piece the most beautiful piece of 
carved marble in the world.” 
The replacement will not delay 
dedication ceremonies at the tomb. 
Bash pointed out these could not 
have been held until next Spring 
anyway because 
landscaping 
for 
the tomb is unfinished.

Modern Girl Is 
Inferior To Boy 
Says Miss Stebbing 


Almost Uncivilized Is Criticism 
Of Woman 
Aged 91

LONDON, Oct. 30- Modern Miss, 
look to your laurels, for according to 
Miss Grace Stebbing, Britain’s 91- 
vear-old woman scientist, you are 
wicked. almost uncivilized, and, im­ 
portant. much inferior to your mod­ 
em brothers. 
Contrasting the modern youth, 
Miss Stebbing is of the opinio;» that 
while there has been no deteriora­ 
t e t o Jto sdm&ste 
t o 


ern boy the modern girl has de­ 
clined in the sterling qualities, femi­ 
nine grace, charm and personality 
that go to make up the human char­ 
acter. 
The cause of the decline in the 
character of the modem girl is the 
drastic change that has taken place 
in the dress of women, and began 
when the bicycles and “those other 
contrivances” were first introduced, 
Miss Stebbing maintains. 
“It was on the bicycle,’’ Miss Steb­ 
bing said, “that the young girl, from 
the age of ten years or even less, 
first began to leave her mother and 
to get oub of control. 
“The dress of the girl of today, 
and of their mothers, too, is scan­ 
dalous. We women have gone back 
as near the aborigines as it is pos­ 
sible to do in civilized lands.

OLD TAG PUTS 
NAME ON ROLL 


Relic Of Civil War It Found 
After Many ' 
Years 


SPRINGDALE, Pa.; Oct. 
30—A 
half century after his death the 
name of a Pennsylvania Civil War 
veteran, who served as a messenger 
and drummer boy during the four- 
year struggle, is to be written ill the 
official war records. 
A rusty identification tag found 
in Fredericksburg, V a, led to the 
identification. 
The tag bore the 
name, “Jos. Johnston, Co. H. 63 
Regiment, Penn. Vol., War of 1861.“ 
When 
the 
war 
department 
checked its records the name was 
missing. Thu real identity ot the 


soldier remained hidden until Bur­ 
gess J. W. Johnson, Springdale, 
learned of the tag and recognized 
the name as that of his father. 
Johnson served as a messenger 
boy for General Alex. B. Hayes af­ 
ter he stowed away on a troop train 
carrying soldiers from Pittsburgh to 
Washington. The boy was 12 then 
and had been turned down at re­ 
cruiting posts. 
When General Hays was wound­ 
ed and not expected to live, he or­ 
dered Johnson to return to Pitts­ 
burgh with the body in case he 
died, and remain there. 
General 
Hays died and Johnson returned to 
Pittsburgh with the body, but im­ 
mediately returned to the front, 
where he served as a drummer boy 
Johnson died in 
1880 withe ut 
having his name officially enrolled 
in the war records 
His family will 
seek to have that honor accorded 
him now.
